CORRESPONDENTS OUTNUMBER DELEGATES AT GENEVA 


More than 1,000 correspondents from nearly every country of the world have gone 
to Geneva for the talks on the Far East which are wearying along in the Palais des 
Nations overlooking Lake Geneva. 


Newspapers, wire services, radio and TV nets have assigned correspondents from 
other parts of Europe, the U.S. and, in some cases, have pulled them into Geneva from 
Asia. To name only a few, CBS sent OPC award-winner Howard K. Smith from London, 

BOB PIERPOINT from Tokyo, and Alec Kendricks from Vienna ....NBC's Frank Bourgholtzer 
and others from that net were there....New York Times sent Tillman Durdin from South- 
east Asia, plus Thomas J. Hamilton and Robert Alden. The large UP delegation was 
headed by Roger Tartarian and included K.C. Thaler and ED KORRY, Paris Bureau chief 
e<. For AP there were Eddy Gilmore, LYNN HEINZERLING, Max Herelson, Arthur Gavshon 
and Michael Goldsmith....INS reporters are J. KINGSBURY SMITH, chief European cor- 
respondent, and Eli Maissi. Don Cook was one of the New York Herald Tribune men on 
the Geneva scene.... 


The magazines also have sizeable representation: Jack Beal and Jerry Abell are 
handling the Time stories and John Thorne and Tom McAvoy are covering for Life. Ben 
Bradlee, Newsweek's recently appointed European correspondent, went over from Paris 
for the confab.

Presse, with a cafe, bar and conference rooms where spokesmen of the various participat- 
ing countries hold forth for the press. 

Major briefing officers ares for the U.S., Henry Suydam, State Department new 
chief and a working newsman for 30 years; for Britain, Con O'Neill, a career diplomat 
who replaced Sir William Ridsdale as Foreign Office spokesman; for France, former am- 
bassador to Chile Baron Jacques Baeyens; and for the Soviet Union, Leonid Hyatchev, 
fourth-ranking member of the Russian delegation. 

Surprisingly, one of the Red Chinese team of spokesmen 
is no stranger to some of the correspondents at Geneva. 
That's Mrs. Kung Peng, who once handled public relations 
for Chiang Kai-Shek in Chungking during World War II. 

Another Red China briefer is Huang Hua, counselor to the Chinese delegation. 
And it was Huang who last week supplied further news of the three Americans who dis- 
appeared behind the Bamboo Curtain last years Dick Applegate of NBC, Don Dixon of INS 
and Benjamin Krasner, merchant marine captain. Huang cabled Dixon's mother, Mrs. 
Florence Ditchel of New York City, that mail could be sent to her son through the 
Chinese delegation at Geneva. NBC's Bourgholtzer was also told the same thing about 
Applegate and NBC in New York said company officials were writing Applegate to assure 
him every effort was being made to obtain release of him and his companions.

In Rome, the Daily American has a new publishers: Ray Vir Den, NY advertising exec- 
utive who recently bought controlling interest in the paper which was founded eight 
years ago by a group of former GI's. Vir Den replaced Louis M. Cortese who had been 
with the paper since 1951. Ed Hill will continue as executive editor. Vir Den plans 
to do all possible to "express the American point of view in this part of the world. "_30-
